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PREFACE. 


Tins  classified  list  of  books  added  to  tlie  Public  Library  of  Cincinnati  during  the  year 
1000,  and  in  fact  up  to  the  close  of  January,  1901,  has  been  prepared  in  the 
belief  that  the  neetls  of  the  majority  of  readers  ai*e  best  met  by  placing  before 
them  the  titles  of  the  newest  books.  The  library  issues  each  week  a  broadside 
containing  the  titles  of  the  books  added  to  the  library  during  the  week.  These  broad- 
sides are  made  up  into  monthly  leaflets  and  in  the  future  tlie  monthly  leaflets  will  bo  made  up 
into  quarterly  bulletins,  and  the  quarterly  bulletins,  again,  into  yearly  lists.  In  using  a  large 
library,  a  reader  wishing  to  become  acquainted  with  the  literature  of  a  subject,  will  secure  the 
best  results  by  applying  to  the  reference  librarian.  No  mechanical  contrivance  of  catalogues 
can  excel  the  trained  reference  librarian  with  his  knowledge  of  books.  In  a  large  library,  as 
time  goes  on,  there  are  accumulations  of  books  which  have  been  supplanted,  in  tlieir  several 
departments,  by  more  recent  works.  It  is  highly  desirable  that  these  older  books  should  be 
kept  from  the  hands  of  untrained  readers.  They  cannot  be  destroyed,  as  there  are  occasions 
when  they  are  needed  in  historical  investigations.  The  newest  books  are  the  only  ones  which 
can  be  up  to  date,  and  should  alone  be  sought  by  a  reader  wishing  information.  It  is  for  this 
reason  that  the  authorities  of  the  library  lay  so  much  stress  uix>n  placing  before  the  patrons  of 

the  library  the  titles  of  the  newest  books.

Report  of  Progress. 

Dbcembbb  1, 1899,  was  an  epoch-marking  day  in  the 
history  of  the  Public  library  of  Cincinnati.  For  two 
years  the  Board  of  trustees,  rehabilitated  by  the  law  of 
1898,  had  giyen  careful  study  to  library  economy  ae  de- 
veloped in  the  principal  libraries  of  the  country.  The 
increased  responsibilities  of  the  Board,  the  privileges  of 
the  library  having  been  extended  to  all  residents  of 
Hamilton  county,  necessitated  the  introduction  of  new 
methods  by  which  the  library  might  be  made  useful  to 
its  enlarged  constituency.  Visits  of  inspection  had 
been  made  and  information  gathered.  While  from  the 
passage  of  the  law  of  1898  the  library  had  loaned  books 
throughout  the  county,  certain  improvements  had 
been  determined  upon,  which  necessitated  that  the  li- 
brary should  be  closed  for  a  brief  period.  Upon  De- 
cember 1, 1899,  there  was  a  reopening.  Hardly  had  the 
new  era  begun,  when  on  February  19,  1900,  Mr.  A.  W. 
Whelpley,  the  librarian,  died.  Mr.  Whelpley,  during 
his  sixteen  years  of  office,  had  endeared  himself  to  the 
patrons  and  employes  of  the  library  by  his  kind  and 
cordial  manner  and  his  readiness  to  aid  others  with  his 
knowledj^e  of  books.  In  the  coinniunity  at  large  he  had 
won  a  place  of  honor  by  his  many  good  works. 

As  Mr.  Whelpley*s  successor,  the  Board  elected  on 
April  20,  ^Fr.  N.  D.  C.  Hodges.  Mr.  Hodgos  entered 
upon  bin  duties  May  11.  A  few  days  later  the  childi oil's 
room,  which  bad  been  a  cherished  scheme  of  Mr. 
Wholpley's,  was  opened.  For  this  room  the  public  is 
deeply  indebted  to  Mr.  Frank  B.  Wiborg,  who,  in  the 
name  of  his  three  daughters,  Sara,  Mary  Hoyt  and  Olga, 
contributed  generously  toward  its  equipment.  The 
opening  of  the  room  was  the  beginning  of  a  policy  of 
open  shelves  for  the  most-called-for  books  throughout 
the  whole  library.  By  the  end  of  June  a  reference 
coUecticm  of  fifteen  hundred  volumes  had  })een  thrown 
open  in  the  main  reading  room,  and  in  the  delivery 
room  most  of  the  late  accessions  had  been  placed  where 
the  public  could  inspect  them. 

In  the  early  summer  of  1900  letters  were  sent  to  the 
secretaries  of  the  women's  clubs  of  Hamilton  county 
requesting  advance  copies  of  the  programs  for  the  ap- 
proaching season.  Prompt  reH{)onse8  were  received 
from  a  few  of  the  clubs.    On  September  15  a  clul)  alcove 


was  opened.  In  this  alcove  were  placed  reading-Iifits  of 
books  and  magazine  articles  bearing  upon  the  subject  of 
each  of  the  earlier  meetings  of  those  of  the  clubs  which 
had  sent  in  their  programs,  and  an  attendant  was  dele- 
gated to  assist  any  club  members  going  to  the  alcove  in 
search  of  literary  material.  As  the  purpose  of  the  club 
alcove  became  better^known,  more  programs  were  re- 
ceived, and  soon  reading-lists  were  on  file  for  the  meet- 
ings of  thirty-seven  clubs.  Similar  work  has  been  done 
for  debating  clubs  in  the  high  schools  and  the  Univer- 
sity of  Cincinnati. 

The  large  entrance  hall,  or  foyer,  on  the  first  floor  has 
been  converted  into  an  exhibition  room.  Here  have 
been  placed  bulletins  on  passing  events  of  importance, 
and  on  the  lives  of  famous  men,  as  their  birthdays  gave 
occasion.  These  bulletins  give  lists  of  books  and  arti- 
ticles  in  magazines  and  are  illustrated  by  portraits  and 
views.  Similar  bulletins  have  been  posted  in  the  chil- 
dren's room.  In  this  exhibition  hall  rare  books  and 
finely  illustrated  books  have  been  displayed  in  closed 
show-cases.  These  displays  have  been  changed  each 
week,  and  they  have  also  been  accompanied  by  reading- 
lists. 

October  12,  1900,  a  course  of  readings  to  the  blind  was 
begun.  This  was  the  first  step  towards  making  the 
public  library  available  to  the  blind  of  Hamilton  county. 
Readings  have  been  "given  each  week  from  the  .master- 
pieces of  English  literature  and  from  current  magaiioeB, 
and  there  have  been  a  few  special  readings  and  taiks. 
The  public  is  indebted  for  this  service  lo  Mrs,  J.  A.  8. 
Gray,  Mr.  M.  A.  Jameson,  Mr.  Edward  Betty,  Rev. 
Charles  F.  Goss,  Miss  Henrietta  Walter,  Prof.  J.  S.  Van 
Cleve,  Mrs.  Virgil  A.  Pinkley  and  Mrs.  M.  Buttenwieser. 
A  number  of  others  have  kindly  volunteered,  but  it  has 
seemed  best,  during  the  experimental  stage  of  this 
work,  not  to  undertake  too  much.  As  the  plans  for  the 
blind  are  developing,  doubtless  more  of  those  who  stand 
ready  to  help  will  be  called  upon.  Miss  Georgia  Trader, 
who  had  been  active  in  urging  upon  the  authorities  of 
the  library  the  claims  of  the  blind,  has  succeeded  in  se- 
curing liberal  subscriptions  of  money  for  the  purchase 
of  books  in  embossed  type.  Hamilton  county  is  now 
assured  of  a  library  for  the  blind,  to  be  housed  in  the 
Public  librarv. 
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Daring  the  year  1900  there  were  gifts  to  the  library  of 
1,084  Tolumes  and  2,558  pamphlets.  This  is  the  largest 
list  of  donations  in  many  years,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the 
people  of  Hamilton  county  will  appreciate  how  sorely 
the  library  needs  more  books.  About  thirty  thousand 
volumes  of  the  books  most  in  demand  are  constantly 
out  of  the  building  in  circulation.  There  are  stored  in 
seldom-opened  bookcases  and  in  the  attics  of  Cincinnati 
houses  thousands  upon  thousands  of  books  and  pam- 
phlets which  would  be  of  great  service  if  donated  to  the 
Public  library.  The  Librarian  will  gladly  send  for  these 
books  and  pamphlets  if  tlieir  owners  will  but  let  him 
know  that  they  are  willing  to  part  with  them.  Old 
books  as  a  class  have  only  a  trifling  money  value,  but  in 
a  large  library  there  arc  constant  calls  for  this  or  that 
half-forgotten  tome,  and  it  is  a  great  patisfaction  to  li- 
brarians and  readers  alike  if  it  can  be  found  on  the 
shelves.  Give  the  old  books  to  the  library,  and  allow 
the  librarian  to  pass  upon  their  usefulness.  I^t  the 
library  be  the  dumping  ground  for  all  printed  matter, 
that  all  of  use  may  be  placed  where  it  shall  do  good. 

Not  only  is  there  need  of  a  greater  stock  of  books  at 
the  central  library,  but  there  should  be  three  or  four 
branch  libraries,  in  thickly  settled  portions  of  the  city, 
at  distances  of  about  two  miles  from  the  central  library. 
In  each  of  these  branch  libraries  there  should  be  from 
ten  to  twenty  thousand  volumes  of  the  newest  and  best 
books  in  every  department  of  literature.  A  library  has 
largely  spent  its  force  at  a  distance  of  one  mile.  Chil- 
dren can  seldom  go  so  far,  and  adults  will  frequently 
find  it  inconvenient  to  go  more  than  a  mile  for  reading 
matter.  Other  cities  have  such  branch  libraries,  and  it 
18  to  be  hoped  that  the  philanthropic  citizens  of  Cin- 
cinnati will  see  that  they  are  promptly  provided  for 
their  own  city.  Such  a  branch  library  would  cost  about 
fifteen  thousand  dollars  for  the  building  and  about  as 
much  more  for  the  books.  At  the  present  time  some  of 
the  saburhH  of  Oincinnari  are  practically  without  a  pub- 
lic library.  Throuph  delivery  ntalions,  the  central  li- 
brary endeavors  to  serve  its  distant  patrons,  but  this 
service  can  not  compare  with  that  whii'h  could  be  ren- 
dered by  a  branch  lil»rary  with  fip«*n  shelves,  housed  in 
an  attractive  building,  which  would  be  thi>  resort  of  old 
and  young.

Circulation  Statistics. 

In  October  the  Librarian  of  the  Public  library  of  Cin- 
cinnati was  requested  by  the  Board  of  trustees  to  secure 
statistics  showing  the  per  capita  circulation  of  books  in 
a  number  of  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  United  States. 
In  conformity  with  this  request,  postals  were  sent  to  a 
hundred  libraries  asking  the  population,  number  of 
books,  number  of  books  issued  annually  for  home  use, 
and  use  per  capita.  After  the  returns  had  been  put  in 
type,  proofs  were  sent  to  all  the  libraries  contributing. 
The  table  as  printed  shows  the  corrected  figures,  many 
of  them  bringing  the  statistics  down  to  the  close  of  1900. 

The  circulation  of  books  from  the  New  York  free  cir- 
culating library  is  restricted  to  persons  living  in  the  Bor- 
ough of  Manhattan.  In  the  borough  there  are  twelve 
other  associations  receiving  money  from  the  city  and 
state  and  doing  similar  work.  In  greater  New  York 
the  circulation  of  twenty-four  free  circulating  libraries 
for  the  year  ending  June  80,  1900,  amounted  to  4,314,195 
volumes  among  a  population  of  8.437,202.  The  Brooklyn 
public  library  is  not  on  the  list.  This  was  organised 
two  years  ago  and  has  a  number  of  branches.  The  cir- 
culation from  the  Northampton  libraries  might  have 
been  bunched  instead  of  stated  separately.  The  three 
libraries  are  owned  by  the  city  and  supported  by  the 
city  in  part.  Together  they  form  the  public  library  of 
Northampton,  though  they  have  separate  boards  of 
trustees.  The  home  use  for  the  city  is  7.22  per  capita. 
Louisiana  is  the  only  Gulf  state  represented.  Very  few 
of  the  colored  population  of  New  Orleans  avail  them- 
selves of  the  privileges  of  the  library,  and  the  very  great 
longitudinal  expansion  of  the  city  places  one-half  of  its 
readers  at  the  distance  of  a  double  five-cent  fare. 

The  populatioaof  Cincinnati  by  the  1900  census  was 
325,902;  the  population  of  Hamilton  county,  401>,479. 
By  act  of  the  General  assembly  of  Ohio  passed  April  21, 
1898,  (93  0.  L.,  191)  all  privileges  of  the  Public  library  of 
Cincinnati  were  extended  to  the  residente  of  the  county. 
Cards  were  issued  at  once.    It  was  not  till  June,  1899, 
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that  delivery  Btations  wen*  opened  outside  the  city 
liniitB,  and  it  was  only  during  the  cloHing  dayH  of  HKX) 
that  the  first  of  the  local  village  librarieH  in  the  outlying 
districta  were  made  branches  of  the  rublic  library.  The 
first  traveling  libraries,  twelve  in  number,  were  not 
ready  for  distribution  till  after  the  dose  uf  the  year. 
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
